National Council of Party 
To Meet Today To De- 
cide Whether Members 
May Accept Portfolios.

Paris, April 15.—One hundred and 
five socialist deputies are toying with 
the immediate future of France. 

Without their support, a majority 
government cannot be formed and 
partly because of an old grudge 
against Aristide Briand, they are un- 
willing to help him form a cabinet. 

This explains Briand’s postpone- 
ment of his final decision, relative to 
assuming tue premiership, until Wed- 
nesday. Four times since he told 
President Doumergue’ that he would 
try to form a government, Briand has 
had to visit the Elysee palace to ask 
for more time before presenting either 
a list of the new cabinet or an ad- 
mission that the task of building a 
government is too much for him. 

Socialists Against Briand. 

Briand admits that he has met hos- 
tility. but slightly concealed from 
“eertain groups.’ Louis Loucheur’s 
group of 40 moderate socialists nat- 
urally opposes a capital levy and the 
rest of the radical-socialist financial 
program, as they are not unconnected 
with wealth. Loucheur himself is very 
rich. But it is- the old-time social- 
ists who are giving Briand real trou- 
ble. He could do without Loucheur’s 
clique, but not without the 105 depu- 
ties who want an unadulterated levy 
to be-imposed upon capital. 

These men de not forget that 
Briand is an apostate socialist. He 
deserted the party when it became 
too radical and accepted a post in a 
bourgeoise. For that he was excom- 
municated by the party which offi- 


cially styles itself socialist.

Opens Fire on Officers. 

As the officers approached the 
point they intercepted Wagner, ac- 
cording to reports brought by the un- 
iajured members of the party, who 
ovened fire from ambush on _ them. 
In a running gun fight that followed, 


Webb and Smith were almost instant- | 


ly killed by bullets from the despera- 
do's guns and Frazier shot down. 
Disrupting the party of officers by 
this deadly fire, Wagner continued 
in flight and meeting the man Dewey 
Nelson on horseback, held him up at 
the point of a pistol, forced him to 
dismount, and then taking charge of 
the animal, galloped off in the direc 
tion of Cherry Hill, Tenn. 
_Communication was established with 
all towns and villages in this section 
of the state with a view of effecting 
arrest of the slayer, who is said to 


weigh about 180 pounds and was wear-

Given Pardon HeCan’'tAccept

Folsom Prison, Calif., April 13.— 
Folsom phison gates swung wide open 
for old “Bill” Simpson, its oldest in- 
mote, Monday. 

But “Bill” stayed inside. 

With 22 years in Folsom 
him, “Bill’ has no place to go. 

He is a veteran of the civil war. 
Yet he cannot enter an old soldiers’ 
home for those who fought on the side 
of the union, for “Bill” wore the but- 
ternut and gray of the Confederacy.

‘The condi- 
tion on which permits ‘were grante| 
to contractors was that the latte: 
employ the open shop arrangement. 
Unless a contractor agreed fo the 
open shop, he could not get any of 
these controlled building materials.

Washington, April 13.—Fraternal 
and other organizations conducting an 
insurance department can require as- 
sessments to be paid under a policy 
ofter the insured under the laws of 
the state in which he lived was con- 
sidered dead, the supreme court held 
tcday in a case from Nebraska 
brought by the Modern Woodmen of 
America against Jennie Vida Mixer. 

Under the by-laws of the Modern 
Woodmen of America, its policies do 
not become payable upon the presum- 
ed death of members, based on their 
J:sappearance. The policies must be 
hept alive by the payment of assess- 
ment during the périod the insured 
was expected to live according to the 
mortality table of the organization. 

Walter C. Mixer, a member of the 
Modern Woodmen, disappeared from 
his home in Nebraska. Nothing was 
heard from him for seven years and 
bis wife brought suit in the _ state 
courts, contending that under the 
state laws the unexplained absence 
of her husband established the pre- 
sumption of his death.

“When anybody asks me what I 
have to say about the Virgin birth, I 
reply that I say what Paul said. And 
what did Paul say?

ing train should be permitted unless 
the railroad establishes at such 
crossing a block, bell or other sig- 
nal system as a warning bhat a train 
is closely approaching. 

This particular crossing could 
have been placed 300 feet from 
the site it occupies, and train view 
would thus not be obstructed, and 
danger would be reduced to that 
of any normal grade crossing. The 
expense would not have been great. 

In addition to railroad responsi- 
bility for crossings that especially 
invite tragedy, the state highway 
commission has its responsibility. 
It has no moral, if legal, right to 
build a state highway over a “blind 
crossing” of this nature. 

The third responsibility is that 
of the state public utility commis- 
It has no right to permit, 
in its function of public protection, 
such a crossing. 

The Central of Georgia railroad 
is particularly careful, in its oper- 
ations, to impress and = maintain 
safety, and accidents of this nature 
are just as distressing to the _ offi- 
cials of that, and all roads, as to 
the loved ones of the victims. As 
long as grade crossings exist, rigid 
laws to the contrary, there will 
be grade crossing accidents. The 
elimination of the crossings is the 
Only sure prevention of just such 
tragedies as that of Sunday. But, 
so long as grade crossings do exist, 
every reasonable precaution should 
be taken to reduce the accidents 
as much as is humanly possible. 
And the legal prohibition of “blind 
crossings” is but one “reasonable 
precaution.” 

There will probably be many 
highway safety measures before the 
legislature this summer, and_ not 
one more important than that deal- 
ing with grade crossings. 


THE FALL OF HERRIOT. 

The fall of the Herriot ministry 
in France was not unlooked for nor 
Surprising. It had a_ ten-month 
tenure, and that was longer by far 
than was generally predicted when 
it assumed office. That it meant 
well is undeniable. That politics 
controlled. in.the final scene more 
than a fiscal policy for France is 
obvious, 

Herriot was a conciliator. He 
wanted a new. regime of European 
peace and.security. “He accepted 
the Dawes plan, but was unable to 
put into practice the economic re- 
constructions necessary. 

His parliamentary support, slen- 
der at best, gave away gradually 
under the merciless pounding of 
a militant opposition. 

The elections of last May, it will 
be recalled, gave the left bloc a 
slender thread in its majority, due 
largely to the complications of a 
balloting system. .The Poincare 
candidates polled in reality a ma- 
jority of the popular votes. 

Once in office, however, by the 
insecure victory of the left, the 
country saw in M. Herriot the one 
possible agent for putting through 

settlement with Germany that M. 
Poincare could not put through by 
reason of his extreme views and 
his violent temper. 

The fall of Herriot is very siml- 
lar to that of his friend, Ramsay 
MacDonald, across the channel. 
Both sustained by uncertain and 
dwindling parliamentary support, 
MacDonald allowed himself to be 
driven to a fall by a mistaken Rus- 
sian policy, and Herriot, under pres- 
sure from his socialistic affiliations, 
was driven into an anti-church 
policy that he could well have de- 
ferred until the real matters at 
issue were cleared up. They both 
walked into traps. The financial 
problem became more difficult of 
settlement by reason of the pres- 
sure of the socialistic leaders. Her- 
riot?s personal broad views of inter- 
national cooperation, and his very 
practicable and far-sighted views as 
to a German settlement, made of 
him a great man, although con- 
stantly harassed and weakened by 
political ties that had him securely 
bound. 

Herriot is a good man but a bit 
too mild for political conditions 
such as found in Europe today. Had 
he maintained an iron will and a 
merciless militancy together with 
his broad views of diplomacy, he 
possibly would have succeeded.

Editor Constitution: Ag a college 
professor with experience as a teach- 
er at five different colleges and uni- 
versities located in as many different 
states, and with a wide acquaintance 
with college presidents, professors and 
students all over the United States 
and as a Georgian, I wish to say a 
few words relative to the selection of 
a chancellor for the University of 
Georgia.

PASS THE BREAD ANYWAY. 


According to a press dispatch from 
London, the amazing Sir William 
Arbushnot Lane has recently opined 
that the custom of eating ordinary 
white bread may be-—-note that the 
enfant terrible. of British surgery 
carefully uses the subjunctive—may 
be one of the causes of cancer. One 
of the causes—for all Sir William 
knows there may be many causes. Of 


course he knows no more and no less 
than other doctors know about the 
causes of cancer. However, this news 
item, which may or may not. ae- 
curately represent the opinion of 
Lane, has been pounced upon and 
used in America by a bakery man to 
promote the sale of his own particu- 
lar brand of whole wheat bread. and 
the aggressive baker who has this 
attempted to capitalize the rumor 
has aroused considerable indignation 
in the bakery world im general by his 
noisy assertions that “danger lurks 
in white loaf bread—the English de- 
mand whole wheat.” 


While the bakers are [lying at each 
other’s throats over the question of 
white or brown bread, may a mere 
doctor venture to remind them that 
the general public scarcely knows 
what to do when the bakers disagree. 
The bakers should therefore’ hurry 
up and decide’ what the cause of can- 
cer is. Meanwhile we mere doctors 
are going to keep on eating white 
bread and brown bread about as we 
like. The general publie will prob- 
ably do as it likes—the public nearly 
always does, , 

If this amazing jdea credited to 
Lane is really his notion I should 
like to classify it right now as half 
baked. The bakers will know what 
that means, all right ; they've got the 
xoods. The idea is(az absurd as one 
promulgated by I don’t know whom 
but some unidentified “authority,” 
namely, that there is harm or danger 
involved in eating the bran of whole 
wheat or the separated wheat bran 
which “irritates” the bowels or some- 
thing. The self-styied food specialist 
who fathers this latter :dea ought to 
shake hands across the sea with the 
discoverer of Lane's sink and the dis- 
pensability of the colon. :

Editor Constitution: I have several things 
that have been accumniating in my system 
for the past few weeks and am unloading 
them on you. I know that you have a whole- 
hearted, unselfish desire to see Georgia put 
ov the basis its potential resources justify. 
News stories have appeared recently in 
The Constitution and other Georgia papers 
sugeesting the raising of a fund of greater 
or less amount to advertise Georgia. The 
best of intentions are back of these pur- 
poses. There are no finer men in Georgia 
than J. T. Hoelleman, George Brown and 
Moultrie Sessoms, but with all due respect 
and they are all my friends, I don’t be- 
lieve they realize the underlying facts of 
this whole situation. 

I baye lived in and done business in 
Georgia for 26 years. My particular line of 
business has naturally brought me in direct 
contact with Georgia's. farm situation and 
its problems. Through our business we have 
contact with nearly 100,000 Georgia farmers 
as well as with nearly 400,000 farmers in 
other southern states where the farm prob- 
lems are similar to those in Georgia. 

T have tried to study our farm problems 
both sanely and sympathetically and have 
tried to help solve some of these problems 
constructively as opportunity afforded. This 
has not been done through apy philanthropic 
motive, Rather it has seemed to me to be 
“enlightened selfishness.’ The better the 
financial condition on the farm, the higher 
the social and educational levels ‘the bet- 
ter customers for my business to serve. 

It is my honest and candid opinion that 
attempting at this time to spend any con- 
siderable amount of money to advertise 
Georgia generally for farm settlers would 
be almost like pouring money down a rat 
hole. We have a special crop opportunity 
like-€Bbacco to advertise to tobacco-growing 
rections, but with the exception of the rela- 
tively few counties where diversified farm- 
ing, coupled up with one or more phases of 
the live stock industry has become settled 
practice we have absolutély nothing to at- 
tract the out-of-state man who.wants to 
really farm, 

My business spends from $125,000 
$150,000 per year in various forms of ad- 
vertisitzg. If I have learned anything in 
the fortyv-odd years in a business in which 
advertising necessarily plays such’ a lar-ve 
part, it is that to make advertising pay 
the advertiser must be able to deliver goods 
and service that will attract, please and 
satisfy the customer. 

Rarring those relatively few counties 
where the Georgia association farm  pro- 
gram has been put into effect, had the 
backing. of the local banking and business 
community and become settled farm prac- 
there are mighty few counties in 
Georgia that have anything attractive to 
offer a new settler who wants to do real 
farming, 

The appearance of the average Georgia 
farm, with the unpainted home, the tumble- 
down"shacks for stable, laborér or tenant, 
the washed-out fields, the scanty yieldin« 
crops, etc., give the lie to every statement 
we micht make in any advertising cam- 
paign. Lands aré not usually sokd sight un- 
seen and the appearance of most of our 
farms would queer the sale. I know and 
most Georgians know that these partly ex- 
hausted lands, brought to a condition of 
semi-bankruptcy by continuous cotton crop- 
ping can be brought back by intelligent 
handling in a relatively short time, but the 
prospective settler doesn't. 

Suppose a prospect is brought here in re- 
sponse to advertising. He is interested 
general farming, good pastures, cows and 
dairying, hogs, sheep, poultry, ete., and the 
crops to feed them on. Cotton, 
watermelons, sweet potatoes, sugar cane, 
pecans, ete., don’t mean a thing to him. 
Mr. Real KEstate Agent takes him ont 
show him a farm. If tinder cultivation at 
sil it is a cotton patch, exclusively or 
nearly so, 

Mr, Prospect, say from Kentucky, Indi- 
ana or Missouri, begins to ask about hogs, 
or dairy or beef cows, corn, hay and for- 
age crops and what market there is for 


Same, what the attitude of the local bank- 
er will be towards loans against diversified 
prodiction, and all the natural questions 
that a sane common-sense farm prospect 
would ask. 

The real estate man and the prospect 
drive down the road. On the way the pros- 
pect is assured that the cows, hogs, poul- 
try, the generality of diversified crops, etc., 
can be grown profitably in Georgia. They 
come to John Smith’s farm. It is a cotton 
patch. Ditto Jim Brown’s and Tom Jones’ 
and so on down the road. Can the prospect 
be blamed for being skeptical and saying,

fully and profitabby in Georgia, why in hell 
ain’t your own people doing it?’ ‘This 
slightly profane quotation is no invention of 
mine. Prospects have said it many a time 
and thought it thousands of times. 


Why bury our heads like the proverbial 
ostrich? Are we courageous enough to face 
real facts? Georgia, since civil war days, 
has steadily produced cotton at a loss to 
the producer. In the process there has heen 
a steady depletion of natural soil fertility. 
The advent of the weevil found wus with 
the generality ef our soils in a sort of semi- 
bankrupt condition. Under the circum- 
stances it was no wonder that- there wax 
farm abandonment, net only in Georgia but 
the other cotton states as well. 


We face a- situation here in Georgia re- 
quiring a complete readjustment and re- 
organization of our farm system. Until 
this is done there can be no reasonabie de- 
gree of permanent prosperity either on the 
farm or in our towns and cities. Few real- 
ize the enormity of the job. It means 
changing the life-time habits of two mil- 
lion or more people, It nnot be done in 
one or three or five years. We have got to 
vet down to a long, hard, steady pull. 
These farm folks cannot be driven into it 
or even led into it by city or town men 
whom they ave no confidence in. The 
local business interests in the country trad- 
ing towns must ‘‘about face” and begin to 
help the farm folks constructively instead 
of blocking the way out of what has been 
for all practical purposes a condition of 
economic slavery, 

During the 26 yeara I have lived here 
there has been a very considerable pfo- 
cession of organizations formed. to ‘‘boost’’ 
Georgia and bring in ontside people. Up 
to 1920 none of them succeeded. None of 
them had any clear idea of what they 
wanted to do or how to do it. It had my 
part in them as well as did many others.

The Boers, now back 
in power, have never abandoned hope 
to break loose from Albion, “that 
lowered our flag by yile intrigue,” 
and yet, at that, they would probably 
prefer to remain within the member- 
ship of the federation known as the 
British empire. For that league has, 
fter all. certain advantages, even to

The lineup and hitting order read 
like this: Sands, shortstop; Knox, 
first base; Barth, second base: Lynch, 
third base; W. Miller, left field: A.

Among these players. only three had 
seen professional service. They were 
Russ, Sleiger and Knox, obtained from 
Louisville.

Baseball Fever Spreads. 

The professional baseball movement 
in Atlanta was inaugurated by Henry 
W. Grady. Charlie Collier, Clarence 
IKXnowes, Don Bain and other promi- 
nent men of that time. 

The game was played at Feters 
park, near the present Grant field, 
Tech's athletic grounds, and was the 
first ball park with grandstand, etc., 
ever erected here.

ganized baseball in Atlanta is more or 
less familiar to us all. The next year, 
1885, 40 years ago, the Southern 
league was organized. The members, 
Atlanta, Memphis, Nashville, Birming- 
ham, Chattanooga, Macon, Augusta 
and Columbus, comprised the first or- 
ganized league of professional baseball 
players south of the Mason and Dixon 
line, and is today the oldest minor 
league in existence. 

Atlanta won the first pennant in 
the league after hectic competition, 
both physical and verbal. Since that 
time many box scores have gone into 
the record books and many of the 
players have crossed over the river, 
but the Southern league, with few lean 
years, revisions, ete., has lived throukh 
it all until today, and is recognized 
as one of the strongest minor leagues 
in the country. It was dubbed the 
Southern association in 1904. 


Dubbed Crackers. 

Our dope on hand does not say 
when the nickname “Crackers” was 
attached to the local nine, but the 
legend we have always accepted says 
Georgians were first called Crackers 
on account of the effictency of the 
natives at “cracking’’ whips. Hence, 
it was perfectly natural that Georgia’s 
baseball team should be ealled the 
Georgia Crackers. 

The pennants in the Southern asso- 
ciation, since it was last revamped 
in 1901, were won as follows: 

New Orleans 6, Atlanta 5, Nash- 
ville 4. Memphis 4, Birmingham 3, 
MLittle Rock 1, Mobile ‘1. 


Atlanta’s firct baseball flag waved 
nearly half a century ago. And to- 
day, as thé Crackers take the field in 
Chattanooga to start the 1925 cam- 
paign, the wish of thousands of fans 
shall be that a team of Crackers will 
be playing a half century from now.

Oslo, Norway, April 13.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—Before leaving 
Tromose on April 9 for his latest 
polar venture, Captain Raold 


Amundsen, the Norwegian explorer, 
declared he wouild feel safer in an 
airplane over the North Pole than in 
an automobile in a crowded Oslo 
street. 

He said h- believed there were many 
suitable places for’ making airplane 
landings in the vieinity of the pole. 
Each plane that starts from the ex- 
pedition’s base in Spitzbergen will 
carry skiis, sleighs, kayaks and para- 
chutes and a total of 70 pounds of 
provisions for each member of the ex- 
pedition, including pemmican, milk 
chocolate, biscuits, evaporated milk 
und coffee.

She was 
placed under guard to prevent a sec- 
ond attempt at suicide, she having 
tried to strangle herself to death in a 
Chicago hospital yesterday. 

Lake county authorities announced 
that she will face a sanity hearing to- 
morrow afternoon at ~ o'clock at 
Gary before a justice of the peace and 
two physicians. It was also announc- 
ed that the case will probably be plac- 
ed before the Lake county grand jury 
when it convenes at Crown Point on 
April 27. 

Bodies Exhumed. 

Meanwhile the. bodies of two of 
Mrs. Cunningham’s sons who were 
buried near Valparaiso, Ind., with the 
father, another son and a daughter, 


were exhumed and part of the vital 


organs were taken to Chicago for 
chemical analysis by the Cook county 
authorities while other parts will be 
sent to Indiana university at Bloom- 
ington for analysis if the university

Mrs. Cunningham who had fainted 
Saturday night waile being questioa- 
el at Chicago and who tried to end 
her life yesterday, was weak when she 
entered the jail.

‘ond if poison is found in the vital 
organs of either of the bofies exhum- 
ed today, in all probability she wiil 
be charged with murder.’ 

The poisoning of Mrs. . Cunning- 
ham’s only surviving son, David, Jr,, 
who is recovering in a Chicago hos- 
pital, led to an investigation here. 

Tries Suicide. 

Mrs. Cunningham was released . by 
the authorities of the eounty hospital, 
where she attempted to choke herself 
with a bed sheet last night, to State’s 
Attorney Crowe’s men who transfer- 
red her to the custody of the Gary po- 
lice by the formal signing of release 
papers. 

A woman, who said she was a niece 
of Mrs. Cunningham, but who refus- 
ed to divulge her name, visited her be- 
fore she was taken from the _ hos- 
pital. 

“Who has my case?’ Mrs. Cunning- 
ham inquired after greeting the visi- 
tor. 

The latter said she did not know, 
and with scarcely no other remarks, 
Mrs. Cunningham departed in the cus- 
tody of the Gary police.

Washington, April 13.—<An appeal 
to Secretary of the Treasury Mellon 
to urge reduction of automobile taxes 
was made Monday by leaders of the 
industry in the National Automobile 
Chamber of Commerce, but it was 
said at the treasury afterwards that 
Mellon did not believe this would in- 
crease the sale of cars. 

In their statement to Mellon,

Florida Fishermen 
Capture Huge W hale 
But Largest Escapes 


West Palin Beach, Fla.. April 15.-— 
Without doubt the largest “catch” 
ever made in Palm Beach was that of 
a two-and-a-half ton whale killel 
nfter an epic struggle of several hours 
duration this forenoon. 

Two leviathans were sighted frow 
Rainbow pier about 6:30 o'clock this 
morning as they spouted and played in 
the sea a short distance off from the 
shore. Sportsmen immediately seize: 
the opportunity to endeavor to cap- 
ture the huge mammals. ‘Three fish- 
ing boats put off from the pier. One 
commanded by Roger Weatherford 


enough to one of the giants to har- 
poon him. 

For several hours the whale raced 
madly through the water towing the 
eraft over the water. The giant 
would dive deep and then would re- 
appear and churn the surface of the 
ocean into spray as he thrashed the 
water in efforts to free himself from 
the lance imbedded in his body. The 
boat was towed nearly six miles be- 
fore bullets finally slew the monste:. 
Forty 30-30 rifle bullets were fired 
into the whale’s head by Bob Milburn 
and several shots from a shotgun by 
C. E. Carrington. 

About 10 o'clock. after a struggle 
of three and a half hours, the animal 
succumbed to the harpoon. and tlhe 
bullets and sank to the bottom of the 
ocean in about 40 feet of water near 
the buov at the Palm Beach inlet.

It took 22 men about two hours to 
raise the whale by means of grapplire 
hooks and anchors.

Many of the governmental, munici- 
pal and railrvad issues sold at the 
lowest levels of the year, but the ex- 
treme losses of 1 to 2 points were 
partially retrieved before the close.

In contrast to 
the heaviness tn Northwestern, Oma- 
ha, Northern Pacific and St. Paul 
liens, a good demand developed for
